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1. Tibor Varhola, Charge d'affaires of the Czech Legation in Quito, Ecuador, 
has been instructed to increase Colombian, Ecuadoran, and Peruvian trade 
with Czechoslovakia. He has also been requested to make arrangements so 
that dollars are paid for merchandise received from Czechoslovakias 


2, Varhola has been endeavoring to obtain an Ecuadoran visa for a representative 
of the Czech,firm Keramiki, but has been encountering some difficulty, since 
the represtfitative is not travelling on an official passport. The 
representative has been assigned to survey the possibilities in Colombia, 
ad and Ecuador for expanding trade with Keramiki,. 
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
